This Church dedica ted to St. Lale, appears to have, been very Rf by che old Wal 
now ſtanding on the North ſide, built of Flint and rough Stone; Sonfaledly heaj d together, as 
well as by the Teſtimony of the moſt Antient Inhabitants, who remember it ore the Rebuil 
I Tn the Year 1667, the Old Church Which was much degay d, being too ſinall to nn. 
the Congregation, (grown very.large by the vaſt Increaſe of Buildings, about that time in the 
Town,) it was agreed by the Pariſhioners that part of it ſhould be demoliſhed, and that ſuch 
Additions and Alterations ſhould be madeas was neceſſary, for their decent Accommodation ;
